
County Executive Suozzi Attends BioPartners 
Graduation 

Nassau County Executive Tom 
Suozzi, joined by North Hemp- 
stead Town Supervisor Jon 
Kaiman  attended the inaugu- 
ral graduation ceremony Octo- 
ber 31st of the BioPartners 
Emergent Worker Training 
Program - a program inspired 
by the County Executive’s 
vision for industry and govern- 
ment working together to pro- 
mote the life sciences industry 
in Nassau County. 

“The BioPartners initiative 
has grown from vision to real- 
ity and is something we can all 
take pride in, especially to- 
day’s graduates,” stated the 
County Executive. 

Congressman Gary Ackerman 
sponsored BioPartners with a 
$252,960 grant, through the 
Employment and Training Ad- 
ministration of the United 
States Department of Labor. 
The Program is overseen by 
the Nassau County Office of 
Economic Development, 
under the direction of Deputy 
County Executive Patrick G. 
Duggan and the Town of North 
Hempstead under the direc- 
tion of the BioPartners Chair, 
Supervisor Jon Kaiman. 

The program consists of six 
weeks of intensive training for 
entry level workers in the bio- 
tech, health care and life sci- 
ences industries, based at 

Nassau Community College. 
Student certifications in- 
clude First Aid, CPR, Fire 
and Lab Safety. Participants 
in the inaugural class of 20 
graduates ranged in age 
from 20-59. 

Industry partners include 
North Shore-LIJ Core Labs, 
North Shore-LIJ Hospital 
System, Winthrop University 
Hospital, and Antech Diag- 
nostics.  Each has either 
supplied personnel to teach 
a class, discussed job op- 
portunities and /or con- 
ducted  interviews for cur- 
rent job openings.  They are 
dedicated to hiring and pro- 

viding career opportunities for 
successful program gradu- 
ates.  Additional key partners 
in this initiative include Nas- 
sau County Department of 
Social Services, Workforce 
Partnership, Workforce Invest- 
ment Board, Hempstead 

Works, New York State De- 
partment of Labor and the 
Research Foundation of SUNY 
Farmingdale – the Long Island 
Education Opportunity Center. 
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County Executive Suozzi together with Town of North Hempstead 
Supervisor Jon Kaiman, was on hand to congratulate the first 
class of Nassau’s BioPartners Emergent Worker Training Program.

High Tech/High Skilled Industry—Empire Zone UPDATE 

Economic Development Summit—September 7, 2006 
On September 7, 2006 the Office of Economic Development convened a wide and diverse group of 
stakeholders, experts and interested citizens, from the public and private sectors to discuss, study, 
analyze and provide critical assessments and recommendations on the County’s  current and fu- 
ture economic development strategies and initiatives.   Moderated by LIA’s Matthew Crosson, a 
panel of business and education leaders participated in an Executive Roundtable given the theme, 
“Developing Our Future.”  Presidents of Adelphi University, C.W. Post College, Hofstra University, 
Molloy College, Nassau Community College and NY Institute of Technology joined the County Execu- 
tive and leaders in businesses such as OSI Pharmaceuticals, Newsday, Photocircuits, Long Island 
Builders Institute, Nassau Health Care Corporation, Long Island Association, Empire State Develop- 
ment, People’s Choice Surgical Supplies and LMN Printing Co., Inc to discuss Nassau County and 
Long Island’s Economic future. 

The event was coordinated through the Business Development Unit. Issues discussed included 
affordable housing, business incentives, the Empire Zone and employment opportunities. 
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Patrick G. Duggan, Deputy County 
Executive for Economic Development 

The Nassau County Empire 
Zone Administrative Board 
and the Zone Certification 
Officer have  certified seven 
businesses for Empire Zone 
Benefits. This local certifica- 
tion represents just the first 
step. The applications are 
pending in Albany for the 
State’s approval for the 
businesses to be officially 
dually certified which would 

enable them to receive 
Empire Zone benefits. 

Freeport, Hempstead and 
Westbury are the selected 
locations so far, and the 
businesses are largely  in 
the manufacturing industry 
with over 600 jobs pro- 
jected for these communi- 
ties. 

Additionally, two Regionally 
Significant Projects (out of 
zone businesses) are 
expected to be approved 
shortly. 

The Business Development 
Unit, (administrators of the 
Empire Zone applications), is 
one of County Executive 
Suozzi’s newest priorities.

Roosevelt’s Centennial Avenue School is a hive of high-tech learning, Chinese language les- 
sons, a TV News Show and dedicated, innovative educators. In October, Nassau County Ex- 
ecutive Tom Suozzi along with Deputy County Executive Patrick G. Duggan, paid the school a 
visit and lauded it as a great example of a school that’s getting it right. 

County Executive Suozzi noted that the students in the Roosevelt school district face many 
challenges and he wanted school officials, parents and students to know that the county is 
here to support them—ready to bring its expertise to bear in many areas, from school safety 
issues to social services to health concerns. 

The school has a new building which educates 716 students from kindergarten through sixth 
grade.  It is outfitted with a wireless computer network and a state-of-the-art science lab. In 
its second year, the school was built with funds from legislation introduced in 2002 by 
Assemblywoman Earlene Hooper (D-Hempstead). The district received $6 million a year in 
state aid and $100 million for new construction. 

Principal Patricia Charthern with encouragement from Superintendent  Ronald Ross has 
instituted innovative education programs such as first and second graders learning Chinese. 

constructed cost eligible ($457,000 
maximum home price) primary residen- 
tial property or on the value of new im- 
provements (in excess of $3,000) that 
are pursuant to a contract entered into 
at closing or within 90 days of closing on 
an eligible primary residential property. 

The bill went before the full Legislature, 
December 4, 2006, and was unani- 
mously approved. 

Nassau County has opted in to the 
existing New York State Real Prop- 
erty Tax law 457, authorizing tax 
relief for eligible first time home- 
buyers on the County portion of 
property taxes. The bill was intro- 
duced by Presiding Officer Judy 
Jacobs on behalf of County Execu- 
tive Thomas R. Suozzi. 

This exemption is  for income eligi- 
ble first time homebuyers of newly

an ambitious downtown project.” 

Federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) Community 
Development Block Grant Funds in 
excess of $1.5 million obtained 
through the Nassau County Office of 
Housing and Intergovernmental Affairs 
(OHIA) were utilized in the project. In 
addition, the County Legislature con- 
tributed $100,000 in CRP funds. Im- 
provements include design, engineer- 
ing, and the installation of brick 
pavers, decorative lighting, benches, 
trash cans and plantings of trees, flow- 
ers and shrubs along Jericho Turnpike 
between Ingraham Lane and Hillside 
Boulevard.  These improvements as 
well as two pocket parks, funded with 
$150,000 by the Town of North Hemp- 
stead, complete Phase I of the project. 
The goals of “Operation Main Street” 
are to revitalize the area by re-creating 

what was a pedestrian friendly, downtown desti- 
nation spot that offers a full range of neighbor- 
hood services.  Already, as a result of work com- 
pleted, business owners have been inspired to 
replace storefronts and improve facades. 

The New Hyde Park project is a laudable example 
of a public-private partnership focused on achiev- 
ing the goals of “New Suburbia” - revitalizing our 
downtowns, addressing the needs of emerging 
minority communities, encouraging the redevel- 
opment of brownfield properties and developing 
the Nassau HUB. 

New Hyde Park Downtown Revitalization 
On November 16th, Nassau 
County Executive Tom Suozzi 
commended Village Officials in 
New Hyde Park for their Down- 
town Revitalization Project. The 
County Executive was joined in 
New Hyde Park by Village Offi- 
cials, Clerk-Treasurer Patrick Far- 
rell, Trustees Don Barbieri and 
Richard Coppola, State Assembly- 
man Tom McKevitt, and Town of 
North Hempstead Supervisor Jon 
Kaiman.

Other speakers throughout the conference included EPA 
Administrator Stephen Johnson, Ray Suarez from the “News 
Hour with Jim Lehrer,” Fuad Reveiz, Former NFL-All Pro and cur- 
rently a DIY Network host of “Weekend Remodeling” as well as a 
certified American Lung Association Healthy Builder. 

Classes and workshops in a wide variety of areas were offered 
including Green Building, Best Practices and Smart Growth. 
There was also an all day Legal Forum sponsored by Boston 
College. The staff attended workshops in the Beginner, 
Intermediate and Advanced track.
